Cotton planting time is here and 
I would like to say a few words 
about my experience in growing 
cotton, There Was a time when I 
made a debt trying to prow cot- 
ton, I did that for a number of 
years before I realized that I was 
in fact losing money. After I 
found that I was growing cotton 
at a loss I could not decide just 
how to correct my methods so as 
}to make my cotton crop profit- 
Juble, After I decided that my cot- 
| ton production wos costing me 
|more than T could get for the cot- 
ton, I continued to grow cotton, 
because I did nol know how to 
grow any other crops which would 
bring me in some ready money 
-|and I did not have anything: else 
}to do. So I decided that I was 
nothing short of a plain fool, No 
‘lone except a fool would continue 
| to gvow a crop when he knew that 
he was losing money on it each 
|year, I made a resolution that 
I would find out why my cotton 
-| growing was not profitable. I had 
never tried to go about anything 
ail wich a system but I knew that 1 
must now seek a system or there} 
would not be a chance for me to} 
correct my poor farming, At first | 
I thought that I needed the advice 
of some guy who has studied farm- 
ing at some college, but upon sec- 
ond thought I decided that I only 
needed to do some studying my- 
self, I went out in the woods and} 
sat on a log for several hours try- 
ing to get my thoughts together 
as to how I should go about doing 
some common sense investigation 
of my own work. After a few 
hours of such thinking as I was} 
capable of doing I decided to make 
a complete survey of what I was 
doing. My cotton was about ready 
to pick and I knew there would 
|not be enough to pay my debts} 
‘| for making it { secured a steel] 
tape and measured an acre of 
average cotton out in the middle 
of my field. I then went to work 
and made a complete study of 
what I had done on that acre of 
land. The findings were startling 
and it was hard for me to believe 
my own report. I found that I 
had only 55 rows of cotton across 
that acre of ground, that there 
were only about an average of} 
185 hills in each row and that 
there was only one stalk of cotton 
to each hill. By simple calcula- 
tion I found that T had about ten 
thousand stalks of cotton on that 
acre of ground. I further found 
that I was growing about an av- 
erage of five good mature bolls 
to the stalk, If 100 bolls make 
}« pound of cotton I was growing 
about 500 pounds of seed cotton 
to the acre. At this rate it took 
three acres of cotton to produce a 
bale of 500 pounds of lint. I then

I found by| 
actual test that I could have 80) 
rows across that acre where I} 
had been using only 55, I found} 
that I could have 420 hills of cot- 
ton in each row and that I could 
have two stalks of cotton in each 
hill. By my same simple method | 
of calculation I found that I could 
grow 67,000 stalks instead of 10,- 
000 on that same acre of soil.| 
I might not get five matured bolls 
from each stalk when planted this 
thick, but I could easily get five 
bolls from each hill of two stalks 
and I might get as many as ten 
bolls from each hill. But if 12 
only got five bolls from each hill 
it would be equal to 1,500 pounds 
of seed cotton to each acre. I 
readily saw that my trouble was 
due to the fact that my rows 
were too wide and my hills too 
scattering in the rows. I now 
plant my cotton in 30-inch rows 
with the hills only one hoe chop | 
apart and by this method I can 
easily grow more than one-half 
bale of cotton on the poorest acre 
of land on my farm. If I put the 
fertilizer to it I can easily grow 
a bale to the acre. The secret 
cr the entire matter is to get the 
cotton on the land and not put 
too much ammonia around it, You 
do not need too much weed and 
it is against you if you have too 
much weed.
